Wherein is ſer forth the Proteſtation it ſelfe, and 
the reaſons inducing them to make it ; ; Together 
with their deſire, that the Lords would concurre 
with them in the me zeal and affe&i- 

on for the publick ſafety. 
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With an explanation upon ſome doubts made 
upon the faid Proteſtation.

the Proteſtation, 


My Lords, 


He Knights, Citizens and Burfefles of 
the Houſe of Commons, having taken 


into their ſerious conſideration .rhe 
preſent eftate and condition of this 
Kingdome,they find it ſurrounded with varicty of 
pernitious and deſtructive defignes, practices, and 
_ againſt the well-being oft, nay, the very 
ing of it, and ſome of theſe defignes hatched 
within our owne bowels, and viper-ihe, working 
our deſtrution. 

They finde Jeſuites and Prieſts conſpiring with 
111 Miniſters of State to deſtroy our Religion: they 
find ill Miniſters conjoyned together to ſubverr 
our Lawes and Liberties, 

They find obſtruRtions of Juftice, which 1s the 
life bloud of every State, and (having a free pal- 
ſage from the Soveraigne Power, where ix is pri- 
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. to every part and member, which is nouri- 

ſhed and-enlivened by it: butbeing' once precſu- 

ded,ftopped,and ſeared up, as the particular muſt 

of. neceth {faint and languiſh, ſo muſt the whole

This very Parliament which hath ſate ſo long, 
hath all this while but beatenthe ayre, and ſtriven 
againſt the ſtreame ,, for I my truely ſay; winde 
and tide have ſtill been againſt us. Soft A 
The fame ill counſels which firſt raiſed: the 
ſtorme, which almoſt ſhipwrackt the Cammon-

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Theſe counſels crofſe our deſignes, caſt diffi- 
culties in our way, hinder our proceedings, and 
make all that we doe to be fruitteſſe and inefftequ- 
all, they make us to bee not maſters of our buſi- 
neſſe, and ſo not maſters of money, which hath 
been the great buſineſle of this Parliament, that we 
_ / pay the Armies according toour promiſes 

engagements. 

For, (My Lords) our not effefting of the good 
_ which wee had undertaken forthe good of 
the Church and Common: wealth, hath wounded 
our reputation, and taken off from our credit.. - 

Is it not time then (my Lords) that wee ſhould 
unite and concentrate our ſclyes- in regard of this 
Antiperiſtaſis and circumvallation of hurtfull and 
malitious intentions and practices againſt us « (My 
Lords) it is moſt agreeable to nature, .and I am 
ſare, moſt agreeable to reaſon, in reſpe& of the 
preſent conjunfure of our affaires : for. one maine 
engine by which our enemies work our miſchiefe, 
is by infuſing an opinion and belief into the world, 
that wee are not united amongſt our ſelves, but 
that, like Sampſons Foxes, we draw ſeverall waics, 
and tend to ſeverall ends. "#1 

To defeate then the counſels of theſe AHchito- 

hels, which would involve us, our Religion, our 

ing, our Lawes, our Liberties, all that can bee . 
neere and deare unto an honeſt ſoule, in one uni- 
verſalland generall deſolation, to defeate (I ſay) 
the counſels of ſuch Achirophels, the Knights, Ci- 
Uzens, and Burgeſlcs of the Houſe of Commons 
th, (knowing

(knowing themſelves to bee ſpecially intraſted 
with the preſervation of the whole, and in their 
conſciences perſwaded that the :dangers are ſo 
imminent'rhat they will admit of no delay) have 
chought 'firto declare their united affe&tions, by 
entring into an 'Afociation amongſt themſelves, 


and by making a ſolemne Proteſtation and Vow 


unto their God, that they will unanimouſly en- 
devour: to: oppoſe and prevent: the counſels , 
and: the Counſellors which have brought upon 
us all theſe miſcries, and feares of greater ; to pre- 
vent the ends, and bring the Authors of them to 
eondign puniſhment, and thereby diſcharge them- 
ſelves both before God and man. 

The Proteftation your Lordſhips ſhall have 
read unto you,together with the grounds and rea- 
ſons which have induced the Houſe of Commons 
to make it, which are prefixed before it by way of 
Preamble. | 


The PREAMBLE. 


T Eethe Knights, Citizens, and Burgefles of 
VV the Commons houſe in mmm yp 
mg;t0o the great griefe of our hearts, thar the de- 
fignes of the Prieſts and Jeſuites,and other Adhe- 

rents to the See of Rome, have of late beene more 
boldly and frequently pur in praftice then former-

introduce the exerciſe of an Arbitrary and Tyran- 
nicall Government, by moſt pernicious A wr 
ked Counſels , Practices, Plors, and Conſpira-

breach of Parliaments hath occaftoned many 1lle> 
gall Taxations, whereupon the Subject hath been 
proſecuted and grieved : And thardivers Innova- 
tions and Superſtitions have beene brought into 
the Church; multitudes driven out of His Maje- 
fties Dominions, 4 _ and fomented 
berwixt the King and His e, a Popiſh A 
levied in Ireland , and aces bag hr in 
the bowels of this Kingdome, tathe hazzard of 
His Majeſties Royall Perſon, the conſumption of 
the Revenues of the Crowne, and Treaſure -of 
this Kingdome : And laſtly , finding great cauſe 
of Jealouſic,, thatmukeavours have heen, and are 
uſed to wo bp Engliſh Army into a miſunder- 
ftanding of this Parlament, thereby ro incline 


thar Army, with farce to bring to. pafſe thoſe 
wicked Countels, Have therefore thought good 
to joyne our ſelves ina Declaration of our united 
affecionsand reſolutions andro make this enſuing 
Protcftation.

[| A. B. doe tn the prefence of © Almighty God pro: 
miſe, vow, and proteſt to maintaine and defend, as 
farre as lawfully 1 may, with my life, power, and e- 
fate, the tre Reformed Proteſtant Religion expreſſed 
in the Doctrine of the Church of England, againſt all 
Popery and Pogrſh Inaovations within this Realme,cort- 
trary to: the ſame Doctrine ;, and according to the. duty 
of my Allegeance, His Majeſties Royall Pex ſon, Honout,, 
and Eſtate, As alſo the Power and Priviledges of 
Parliament ; The lawfull Rights and Liberties of the 
Subjett,and every perſon that maketh this Proteſtation, 
in whatſoever hee ſball doe in the lawfull purſuance of 
the ſame. And 0 my power ,” and as farre as tv 
1 may, 1 will oppoſe, and by all good wayes and meants 
#deavour to bring to copdigne puniſhment, all ſuch 
ſhulteitber by Farce, Brattice,Counſels,;Ploys,, Compir 
raties;or othormiſe, tbe anh thing tothe contrary of any 
thing tx-this reſent Proteſtation.contained; And fur- 
#her, that 1 jhall ins all juft and honourable 'wayes in-

And thatthe ſaid words are not'to be extended ro 

the maintaining of any forme of Worſhip, Diſci- 
pline, or Government, nor ofany Rites or Cere- 
monies ofthe Church of England. - + |
